SALOON LICENSE 
ISDOUBLED 

In Anticipation of Threatened Man- 
damus Proceedings for Licenses 
for 1915. 



At an adjourned meeting of the 
City Council a surprise was created 
bj the unanimous adoption of an or 
(finance increasing saloon licenses 
from $500.00 to $1,000.00. This 
move was made presumably in an 
tieipatiou of a possible attempt on 
the part of the snloonisN of the city 
to compel, by mandamus, the issual 
of licenses pending the trial of the 
appeal taken by them from the deci- 
sion of the Contest Board, an ac- 
count of which appears in this issue. 
Mayor Oldham promptly allixcd his 
signature to the ordinance and it 
will at once become effective. Coun- 
tlhntin Robertson, Orcnr, Winn. 
Chiles, Stephens and Stockton voted 
for the ordinance. Councilmen Mc- 
Kee and Botls were absent. 

The present county unit law pro- 
vides that in the event a vote is tak- 
en and the county goes dry, that 
when the saloons arc required to 
close the city must refund the un- 
used portion of the license money 
for that year. This provision, how- 
ever, does not apply, in the opinion 
of competent lawyers, if the council 
is forced by mandamus to issue li- 
censes for next yeur and that if the 
"drys" win in the Court of Appeals, 
the saloons must at once close and 
lose the license money paid for the 
remainder of the year. As it is 
thought that a final decision will be 
obtained the early part of next year, 
several proprietors have already an- 
nounced their intention of closing 
January 1st. and some think all of 
them will do so, unless the City 
Council can be induced to amend the 
ordinance making the license pay- 
able monthly. The passing of the 
ordinance above numed has been the 
topic of much discussion and future 
steps in the matter will be watched 
with interest by both the "wets" und 
the "drys." _

Mr. Kilbin was u 
member of I lie Methodist church und 
a regular uttendant at all services, 
lie was a member of the Watson Odd 
Fellows Lodge and hud held the 
chairs in the order, which had charge 
of the funeral. Two children sur 
vive — Miss Adilie Kilbin, of this city, 
and Tobe Kilbin, of Louisville. Kev. 
B. C. llortou, of Kichuioiid conduct- 
ed the funeral at the Methodist 
church, assisted by Kev. T. W. 
Watts and Kev. Clyde Darsie, and 
the burial took place in Muchptlah 
cemetery, the Odd Kellows hold ser- 
vices at the grave. Mr. Kilbin was 
80 years old, having been bom m 
1834.

The Chicago Union stockyards, the 
largest cattle market in the world, 
which has been in continuous busi- 

MN sii 18<>r> was ordered closed 

Thursday for several days because 
of the prevalence of the hoof and 
mouth disease among cattle. 

The stockyards, it was officially 
stated, probably will remain closed 
ten days. The closing order went in- 
to cllect at the close of business Fri- 
day, November (i, and will continue 
until the opening of business on the 
second Monday thereafter, Novem- 
ber Hi. 

The immediate effect of the sus- 
pension order will be to stop the 
shipment of cattle, sheep and hogs to 
the Chicago market, which amounts 
to almost 100,000 head daily. 

This alone outside of the meat 
packing industry amounts to a daily 
business of $1,200,000 and affects 
.15,000 employes. 

The finding in the stockyards that 
864 cattle taken from various points 
had been affected and the belief that 
the contagion had spread to various 
parts of the yards made the imme- 
diate action necessary. 

"The list of States now quarantin- 
ed by Federal authorities includes 
New York, Maryland, Indiana, Mich- 
igan, Illinois and Pennsylvania. In 
addition to these restrictions have 
been placed upon interstate shipment 
from Ohio, although no cases have as 
yet been found in that state. There 
is reason to fear, however, that in- 
fected stock may have been sent into 
Ohio. If this is found not to have 
been the case the embargo will be 
lifted. This outbreak which is the 
li'-sl in the I'nited States since MM, 
i- regarded as the most serious of 
any that the I'nited States has yet 
, \perienced. Not only has it already 
spread over an extensive area, but its 
virulence H4WMM to be above the aver- 
age. 

\ igomus measures will be neces- 
sary to stamp it out. The cost of 
suppressing tlM last outbreak in 1908 
was estimated at $390418.10. In ad- 
dition the loss to dairy ami stock 
miser.- was heavy. 

"Interstate shipments of . attic, 
-beep and swine are absolutely pro- 
hibited from the state now quaran- 
tined.

Chenanlt's Selection 
Is Not Confirmed

Al last Wednesday's meeting of 
the Fiscal Court. Count> Judge W. 
O. Chenault nominated for the office 
..I County Koad Fngineer, Kscj. .1. K. 
Thomas, one of our best known and 
highly esteemed citizens of the HOD 
aril - Mill neighborhood. It was ex- 
plained to the members of the Court 
that Mr. Thomas had no) yet taken 
the examination before the State 
Highway Department, but would do 
so if his selection was acceptable to 
the court. I'pon this hypothesis his 
name was submitted and on a roll 
all all six of the Magistrates voted 
not to confirm the Judge's selection. 
This leases Mr. Jno. S. Wyntt, the 
incumbent, in office, as he holds until 
his successor is chosen and qualified. 

Under the lnw it is the individual 
prerogative of the County Judge to 
make this selection, but his choice 
must be confirmed by the Fiscal 
Court, lie cannot choose him inde- 
pendent of the Magistrates and they 
cannot r olf for any one whom he 
Iocs not nominate, but have the dis- 
■rdjioti of voting to confirm or reject 
any one whom he does so nominate. 

When the Magistrates voted unan- 
mously in opposition to the confirma- 
tion of Mr. Thomas, Judge Chenault 
made no other nomination and the 
meeting adjourned until the regular 
meeting in December, when the sub- 
ject may or may not again be brought 
up by the re-nomination of Mr. 
Thomas or the nomination of some 
one else. 

This anomalous situation is due to 
the peculiar wording of the new road 
v, which authorizes the County 
Judge to appoint a county road en- 
gineer "by and with the consent of 
the Fiscal Court." Just when the 
present deadlock will end is therefore 
problematical. 

Esq. Thomas is a gentleman of ed- 
ucation and culture; has heretofore

"DRYS" WIW CONTEST 

As predicted in oar lust issue the 
Contest Board composed of County- 
Judge Chenault and Magistrate* Me 

C.irmi. k and Boyd, decided the con- 
test instituted by D. N. Young and 
others in favor of the "dry*." In 
anticipation of an adverse decision, 
Judge Ijewis Apperson, counsel for 
the "wets," had the proper papers for 
an appeal all ready and the pro, ess 
was immediately served appealing the 
ease to the Circuit Court. 

It is the contention of ' the 
prohibition advocates that the super 
sedeas issued from the Circuit Court 
Clerk's office cannot now delay for 
looker than sixty days the enforce- 
mcnt of the people's wishes as ex 
pressed in the election. Formerly 
the status that existed immediately 
before the election could be continued 
by supersedeas, not only during the 
pendency of an appeal from the Con- 
test Board's decision, but also while 
an appeal was pending in the Circuit 
Court and Court of Appeals. The 
"drvs" contend that the Act of 
March, 1014, does away with this ef- 
fect of a supersedeas in such cases 
and that the status desired, as shown 
by the County's vote, must now be- 
gin not later than sixty days after 
the Contest Board's decision. 

If this position is right, the 
City Council will not have power tt, 
{mat any saloon licenses for the next 
year. All such licenses now in force 
expire on December 31st, and the 
sixty days will end only three or four 
days later. Some contend that the 
sixty dnys time began last County- 
court day, October 10th. It loks as 
if the situation might bring about le- 
gal proceedings for the purpose of 
compelling the City Council to grant 
licenses.

DEMOCRATS HOLD BOTH 



With four congressional districts 
still uncertain, results of Tuesday's 

election show that the Democrats 
elected to the House 228, Republicans 
194, Progressives 7, Socialists 1, In 
depeajeetii 1 This would give the 
Democrats a majority in the lower 
house of 25. Republicans claim the 
election of James J. Britt over J. M 
(ludger in the Tenth district of North 
Carolina, N. M. Mclrcan, Republican 
Progressive in the Third Colorado 
district, and C. B. Timberlake in the 
Second Colorado. The Democrats 
chiim the election of fl. T. Helvering 
in the Fifth of Kansas. In that event 
there would be a Democratic majority 
of twenty-three. 

In the Senate, late returns left still 
-.niiiewhat in doubt the elections in 
Colorado, Wisconsin and Nevada. 
The election of Edward Johnson 
Democrat, over Charles H. Burke, 
Republican, in South Dakota, was a 
gain for the Democrats, which off- 
set the defeat of Roger S. Sullivan 
Democrat, in Illinois by Senator 
Lawrence Y. Sherman. Latest re- 
ports from Nevada showed Francis 
Q. Newlands, Democrat, leading 
Samuel Piatt, Republican, by u little 
more than 200, with about two-thirds 
of the precincts heard from. Demo- 
crats claim the election of Senator 
Charles Thomas over Hubert Work, 
Republican, in Colorado and the el- 
ection of Senator Newlands. Th« 
Republicans claimed the election ni 
Francis R. McGovern over Paul A 
Husting in Wisconsin. 

This result, if carried out, would 
make the representation in the next 
Senate fifty-five Democrats, forty 
Republicans and one Progressive, a 
Democratic majority of fourteen. 

Late returns from the First New 
York district showed that the result 
as between Congressman Lathrop 
Brown, Democrat, and Frederick C. 
Hicks, Republican, was in doubt The 
election was first claimed by Hicks 
and then by Brown. Complete unof- 
ficial returns gave Hicks a 
lead of four votes, and an official 
count probably will be necessary. Ad- 
ding this district but removing the 
Tenth North Carolina district, later 
conceded to the Republicans, from 
the doubtful column left the num- 
ber of unsettled contests still four. 

The next Congres- will sec a gen- 
eral reorganization of the House. 
Speaker ('lark, who was returned by 
u goodly majority from his district, 
will undoubtedly be the Democratic 
choice for Speaker.

PRICE OUTLOOK FOR TOBACCO 

The Regie factories in France are 
located out of the war fields and re 
Parted running up to fnll capacity 
I. furnish tobacco for the troops. 
Similar reports come from the <lcr 
man factories. The same is true in 
Italy and other of the Kuropean 
markets of Kentucky tobaccos. 
England's factories are furnishing 
the soldiers, the home markets mi 
the cdlonies with no abatement in 
amount. 

Uncertainty and its result on 
prices is being cleared up. Growers 
were induced to buy large stocks of 
coffee at an ndvancc in price, because 
of the war, when the importing and 
wholesale trade knew that coffee 
would be one of the products to lie 
greatly depressed in price. We were 
told that Kentucky's black tobaccos 
would have little demand. Of course 
the buyer would like to get the crop 
at former lower prices. The total 
consumption of tobacco in Europe 
should increase during the war. Es- 
pecially should this be true of the 
class of product produced in both 
sections of Kentucky. 

The Crimean has been the only war 
ivhere tobacco was forbidden to the 
troops. The order was quickly re- 
scinded. It is the universal exper- 
ience that tobacco is in great demand 
by the fighting armies, and reports 
form the camps in Europe tell that 
the first effort to soldiers on enter- 
ing a captured city is to collect all 
supplies of tobacco. It is the sol- 
dier's one, stimulant. He fights with 
a pipe, a cigar or a cigarette in his 
mouth. Separated from tea, coffee 
and liquors, he wants more of tobac- 
co. The commissaries do everything 
to keep the troops supplied. Prison- 
ers and exhausted soldiers invariably 
beg for tobacco. Generals regard it 
a source of courage in the fight, and 
of the contentment in the camp or 
the trench. With England supplying 
free tobacco to her troops, the Re- 
gie plants in France running at full 
pressure and similar reports from 
Germany, there are some very good 
reasons presented for good prices 
for the present Kentucky tobacco 
crop. — Lexington Herald.

FROZEN RYE AND BARLEY 

FATAL TO SHEEP AND HOGS 

During the lute fall mouths it is 
not uncommon for the Experiment 
Station to reeeive reports from dii' 
fsTCSkt sections of the State request- 
ing informiition and assistance in 
eosshsHf sudden losses in sheep 
and hogs. On visiting these farms it 
has been found that these fatalities 
in some instances could be traced to 
frozen rye or barley. In order to 
avoid further losses of this nature 
this year all swine and sheep owner* 
should take special precautions t 
keep these animals off of rye and 
barley fields immediately after a 
severe frost or freeie. Frozen rye 
and barley sometimes prove deleter 
ious and animals should be allowed
